In response to the Patent Term Adjustment indicated on the face of the above- 

captioned patent, Applicants hereby request reconsideration of this adjustment. 

Applicants submit that the current patent term adjustment should be 405 days, i.e., the 

period of 57 days representing Patent Office delay during prosecution, as requested in 

Applicants' earlier filed Application for Patent Term Adjustment submitted June 16, 

2004, plus 348 days of Patent Office delay in issuing this application as a patent. 

The Office is direct to Applicants' summary of the crucial dates regarding the 57- 
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\ day delay during prosecution presented in their submission of June 1 6, 2004. This 
Application for Patent Term Adjustment has apparently not yet been considered by the 
Office. 

Additional delay occurred between the payment of the issue fee and issuance of 
this case as a patent. The issue fee was paid on June 16, 2004, and the current patent 
issued September 27, 2005, a total Patent Office delay of 468 days. This time period is 
, reduced by Applicants' delay in filing an Amendment under 37 C.F.R. 1 .3 12, a total delay 
. of 120 days (as indicated by the Patent Office PAIR page). This results in a patent term 
adjustment of 348 days. 

Combining the 57-day delay during prosecution and the 348-day delay in issuance 
results in a total Patent Office delay of 405 days, and Applicants request this patent term 
adjustment. 

Applicants note that the present patent application is not subject to a Terminal 
Disclaimer.
